lows: 

“I do solemnly swear before the Al- 
mighty God that in associating myself 
and in becoming a member of this com- 
bine I will vote and act with the com- 
bine whenever and wherever I may be 
so ordered to do. 

“And I further solemnly swear that 
I will not, at any place or time, reveal 
the fact that there is a combine, and 
that I will not communicate to any 
person or persons anything that may 
take place at any meeting of the com- 


bine. 

“And I do solemnly agree that in case 
I should reveal the fact that any per- 
son in this combine has received 
money, I hereby permit and authorize 
other members of this combine to take 
the forfeit of my life in such manner 
as they may deem proper, and that my 
throat may be cut, my tongue torn out 
and my body cast into the river. 

“And all of this I do solemnly swear, 
so help me, God.”

A great many instances of such taxa- 
tion in a great variety of forms under 
State and federal laws can be cited to 
Show that corporations are liabie to 
texation in ways that would be in re- 
straint of constitutional rights and 
privileges, if applied to natural per- :

“For example, their franchises being 
their right of legal existence, may be 
lawfully taxed. while human life is 
mot taxable. Being creations of the 
law, corporations have no right of ex- 
emption from taxation that are not 
conferred by law. The power of Con- 
gress to tax persons and corporations 
upon all descriptions of property be- 
ing clear and without limit, the form 
ot taxation should be the raising of rev- 
enue to support the government and 
promote the general welfare. These 
purposes are attributed to all tax laws, 
mo matter what other motive may ac- 
tually lead to their enactment.”

INSURGENTS.

ANAMA, Fept. %—[By Central 
American Cable.] The surrender to

Panama through some former Conscrv- 
ative prisoners of the insurgents who 
were Iiberated yesterday at San Carlos 
as a result of the landing there of an 
expedition from the government fleet 
of gunboats. 

Gen. Berth, who had been besieged 
at Agua Dulce by the Insurgents since 
July 28, only surrendered when his 
cause was hopeless. In the act of 
surrender, the insurgent Gen. Herrera 
deciares he recognizes the abnegation 
of Gen. Berti and his men, whom he 
succeeded in dominating because of the 
superiority of his forces and the quan- 
tity of munitions of war at his dis- 
posal. He promises to hold inviolate 
the lives and honor of his prisoners, 
and he allows Gen. Berti to retain his 
sword as a mark of honor in recogni- 
tion of his heroic defense of Agua 
Dulce. The surrendered generals and 
officers, who have been also 
will not be compelled to surrender 
their arms. The insurgent general 
deplores the fact that he is unable to 
accord more generous terms to Gen, 
Berti and his men, and says the neces- 
sities of war compel him to keep them 
as prisoners, but that he may exchange 
them. 

Gen. Berti makes it known that he 
capitulated to the enemy only when 
compelied to do so by lack of food of 
any kind for his men and the convic- 
tion that the government cou! 

send him timely help. Berti was very 
popular, and he has the sympathy of 
everybody in hie present reverse. It is 
recognized that he could not have done 
otherwise than surrender. 

It is believed that the surrender of 
Gen. Berti eimplifies the situation for 
Gen. Salazar. Governor of Panama, 
who can now devote the forces of his 
command to the defense of Panama 
and Colon. The national government 
has appointed Salabar supreme com- 
mander of all the government forces. 

The strong intrenchments which have 
been erected in and around Panama 
are defended by 2500 men, and there 
are over 1000 vernment soldiers at 
Colon, aleo a rae number of rein- 
forcements have left Ronda on the 
Magdalena River for the isthmus, and 
3000 more men are expected to come in 
this week.

The officials of the Colombian lega- 
tion profess to de most seriously 
alarmed over the surrender of the 
forces at Agua Dulce. The number of 
government soldiers there is estimated 
to have been somewhat less than three 
thousand men, and while their logs is a 
setback, Colombia's representatives de- 
clare the effect will be to stimulate the 
government to greater activity to crush 
out the rebellion. 

The general understanding here has 
been that the government has 7000 men 
under arms on the isthmus. While this 
may be an overestimate, legation of- 
ficialg say there are sufficient men left 
to o strong resistance to any efforts 
that the revolutionists may make to 
take the Interoceanic Railroad or the 
cities of Colon or Panama. The revo- 
lutionists are thought to be in the vi- 
cinity of those places.

FRUIT HANDLERS NEEDED. 
INVITED TO SANTA CLARA. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M1 

SAN JOSE, Sept. 9.—Two thousand 
capable workers are needed today in 
Senta Clara Valley to handle the fruit 
now ripening. One cannery needs 200 
more people and a second one wants 
nearly as many more. One orchardist, 
with 200 tons of peaches on the trees, 
has during the past few days can- 
vassed every section of the valley and 
reports that no drying plant or or- 
chardist has sufficient help. He ve- 
turned home without labor and his 
peaches will spoil on the trees. This is 
one tale of many. 

Women and girls can make from $1 
to $2 per day working in packing- 
houses, packing fruit, and in canneries 
peeling and canning it. Fifteen hun- 
dred men can make from $1.50 to $2.25 
ver day working in dryers and pick- 
ng prunes off the ground and peaches 
from the trees.

States Consul at Santos, Brazil, but 
who is said to have been dismiss¢ea 
on account of alleged deficiency in 
the revenues of his office, has been 
arrested at Oneglia. 
Girimondi, when he returned to Italy 
from Brazil, pretended to have been 
appointed United States Consul in 
Persia, and asserted that he was also 
commissioned to inspect the whole 
United States consular service in Asia. 
Later he acted as a priest, and has 
been daily <elebrating mass. 
When arrested he was about to leave, 
accompanied d two Italian girls. 
Among Girimondi's effects is a package 
of United States Department station- 
ery. The Italian authorities are await- 
ing advices from the United States be- 
fore deciding on his prosecution. 
It was announced from Waghington, 
April 28, 1900, that on March Presi- 
Gent McKinley had sent the nomination 
to te for consul at Santos, 
Brash, of John J. Girimondi of Can 
fornia. He was confirmed April 30, and 
had just arrived in Washingten on the 
way to his post. In the Washington 
Fost that morning (April 28) there ap- 
ared a statement that the Rev. 
ather Girimondi, 
in Archbishop Ireland's diocese, 
d stopped at the Capital for instruc- 
tions prior to departing for Brazil. 
It was ascertained later that while 
Girimond! formerly was a priest, and 
connected with the arch-diocese of 
Archbishop Ireland, he had been 


longer called himself a priest. No 
Senator could be found who remem- 
bered the circumstance of this a 
‘pointment or could explain how 
came to be accredited to California. in- 
stead of Minnesota. 

HIS REMARKABLE CAREER. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M1 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The facts 
reported from Italy as to Gerimondi’s 
arrest have been known to the State 
Department for some time, although it 
is said upon the point of his separation 
from the United States Consul at San- 
tos, that while a complete adjustment 
of Gerimondt's accounts may yet show 
some irregularities, the principal cause 
for his removal was the fact that he 
spent the greater part of his time in 
saying mass at various churches, al- 
most entirely neglecting hig consular 
duties, causing the t of many 
indignant protests at the State De- 
partment by the commercial interests. 

Some time ago the department was 
acquainted with the fact that Geri- 
mondi wag sailing under false colors 
in Italy, using State Department sta- 
tionery and representing himself to be 
United States Consul-General to Per- 
sia. as well as general inspector of 
consulates. Consul Pearson at Genoa 
was instructed to look into the case, 
and going to Omaglapatrie, he found 
Gerimondi. The latter tried to pre- 
sent a bold front, but finally broke 
down under the Consul's searching in- 
quiries, confessed his deceptions and 
surrendered the department stationery. 
While the Consul was considering his 
case, Gerimondi was arrested by the 
local authorities on the charge of be- 
traying the daughter of an ancient 


Italian house, and thrown into prison. 
The Italian government also took note 
of his fraudulent practices, and sought 
to know the pleasure of the United 
States in the matter of his prosecution. 

After full consideration and seeing 
that the man was already in the way 
to be roundly punished for his other 
offenses the State Department declines 
to express any wish in the matter. 
leaving Gerimondi to be dealt with by 
the application of the local law. He 
is said to have had a most extraor- 
dimary career, and although almost 
unlettered. he has succeeded in attach- 
ing himself to many persons of great 
prominence in the course of his career

President Palma is authorized to 
make a loan in the name of the nation 
for the amount of $35,000,000, the min- 
imum price of issue to be 90, and the 
maximum rate of interest to be 5 per 
cent.

MACKAY'S SIGNAL TRIUMPH.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9—The Anglo- 
Chinese treaty is hailed as a signal 
triumph for British diplomacy and Sir 
James Mackay’s achievement in per- 
suading the Chinese government to 
strike off the heaviest fetters that 
have hitherto impeded foreign com- 
mé@rce with the celestial empire, is 
lauded to the skies, says a London 
dispatch to the Tribune.

and she may object to any arrangement 
which would cipally for the 
benefit of Certainly what- 
ever Russia does will be duly sup-

On the other hand, the advantage to 
all nations of having important com- 
mercial relations with China is mani- 
fest and no opposition is anticipated 
from America or Germany. It is hoped 
that Russia and France will consider 
the treaty on its merits and not allow 
economic reform to be blocked by any 
of the difficulties and jealousies which 
are only too apt to make the European 
concert tnharmonious and ineffective. 
But even assuming that all the pow- 
ers approve Sir James Mackay's agree- 
ment, the task of carrying it out can 
not fail be one of immense 
culty.

Be brief. write pilainiy, 


state clearly. space of o words, on the 


is for the expression of 


Concerning Evolution. 

LOB ANGELES. Sept. 9.—[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] Your series of 
“Answers by Experts” has created a 
great deal of interest in the minds of 
nearly all classes 
Those touching on “Evolution” 
particularly interested me. . 

One which appeared last Sunday, 
written by Prof. G. Frederick Wright 
of Oberlin Seminary, seems to me a 
very weak argument against Prof. 
Darwin's theory. The reasoning is 
based on the records contained in the 
Prisse Papyrus,” discovered in 1847 in 
the ruins at Thebes, Egypt. They are 
supposed to date back to about 4000 
years B.C. 

These writings are maxi 
life and a treatise on the ing 
children, etc. The maxims are in this 
fashion: 

“If thou sittest down to eat with glut- 
ton, to keep up with him in cating will 
lead afar. If thou sittest down to eat 
with a number, 
which thou lovest. 
time to restrain thyself, and vorac'ty 
is something degrading, for there is 
bestiality in it. He who is drawn 
away by his stomach when he is no: 
on the watch is a worthless man. With 
such people the stomach is master.” 

“As for a man lacking good man- 
ners who wears a surly face 
toward the advances of a gracious 
heart, he is an affliction to his mother 
and his relatives. Do not harden 
the hearts of thy children. Instruct 
those who will be in thy place. 
Let the chief talk to his children 
he has gained experience. will 
gain honor for themselves by increas- 
ing in well-doing, starting from that 
which he has told them. 

“When thou speakest, know whet ob- 
jections may be made to thee. ... 
To speak in counsel is an art, and 
speech is criticised more than all other 
work; it is contradiction which puts it 
to the proof. 

“If thou hast to do with a disputer 
while he is in his heat, and if he is 
superior to thee in ability, lower the 
hands, bend the back, do not get into 
a passion with him. As he will not 
permit thee to spoil his speecs, it is 
very wrong to interrupt him; that 
shows thou art not able to be quiet 
when thou art contradicted. If, then, 
thou hast to do with a disputer while 
he is tn his heat, act as one not to 
be moved. Thou hast the a tvantcge 
over him, if only in keeping silent when 
hig speech is bad. . . [k thou hast 
to do with a disputer while he is in 
his heat, do not treat him with con- 
tempt because thou a not of the 
same opinion. Do not be provoked 
with him when heels 
He is fighting against his very self; 
do not ask him to flatter thy views.

Do not amuse thyself with the spec- 


tacle which thou hast before thee; this 
is odious, small and of a contemptilie 
spirit.’ 

“Do not give way to thy temper on 
account of w occurs around thee: 
do not scold, except about thine af- 
fairs. Do not be in a bad temper - 
ward thy neighbors; a compliment to 
him who gives offense is better than 
rudeness. It is wrong for a man to 
get in a passion with neighbors, so tht 
he knows not how to manage his 
words. Where there is only a little dif- 
ficulty, he creates an affliction for him- 
self at a time when he should. be cool. 
If thou art wise, love thy wife purely. 
Fill her stomach, clothe her back: 
these are the cares to her body. Caress 
her, fullfil her desire, during the time of 
thine existence; it is a kindness which 
honors its master. Be not brutal; con- 
sideration will lead her better than 
force. This establishes her in 
thine house; if thou repellest her, it 
is an abyss. Open thine arms to her 
for her arms; call her, show her thy 
love. . Ik thou takest a wife, may 
she be more content than any other of 
her fellow-citizens, She will be doubly 
bound if the chain is sweet to her. Do 
not repulse her; grant that which 
pleases her; it is when contented that 
she will value thy guidance.” 

This, Prof. Wright claims, refutes the 
evolutionists. Why? Because it dis- 
closes the existence of a high state of 
civilization in Egypt 4000 years B. C., 
whereas the Egypt of today is de- 
graded to a low state of civilization, 
thus proving that “man has an inhe- 
rent tendency to degenerate; in other 
words, is a fallen being and continues 
to fall, except where he is brought un- 
der the influence of the divine revolu- 
tion recorded in the Bible.” With the 
influence of the Bible in uplifting man 
I have no dispute. But what is really 
proved by the records in the “Prisse 
Papyrus? That there was a civiliza- 
tion in Egypt 4000 years B.C. Well, 
evolutionists not only concede but con- 
tend that there was a high civilization 
in Egypt and elsewhere on earth, 10,- 
000, rhaps 20,000, years B.C. As to 
the degree of civilization disclosed by 
the “Prisse Papyrus,” Prof. Wright 
seems to claim more than is just. The 
man who wrote such precepts today 
for children might be tolerated. He 
who wrote them for grown people 
would be laughed at. As to the degra- 
dation of modern Egyptians, it is not 
very much greater than that of mod- 
ern Greeks compared with the 
Pericles. Nor is there any evidence 
that the civilization of the Dgyptians 
4000 years B. C., or that of the Greeks 
400 years B. C., was in any way due to 
the “revelation contained in the Bible.” 
Both Egyptians and Greeks de- 
generated in spite of their pos- 
session of those very scriptures as they 
developed from savagery without 
their influence. 

Evolution does not deal with isolated 
mations nor with special periods of 
time. Its ages reach back hundreds of 
thousands of years. Its progress is 
generally, but not necessarily, continu- 
ous or even at all times and in all 
places. There are eddies in the stream 
of the Columbia or Amazon, but the 
mighty currents sweep on and reach 
the sea in spite of the little eddy. 

The Bible itself is one of the evolu- 
tions of the human mind, and there is a 
vast abyss between the punitive laws 
of Moses and the precepts of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. And when I say the 
Bible is an evolution of the human 
mind I do not necessarily attack its 
inspiration. Such weak arguments and 
special pleading as Prof. Wright's, 
really strengthens the cause of evolu- 
tion; for evolutionists rightly reason 
that this sort of argument is resorted 
to because there are no truly valid ob-

HE CAUSE OF CUBA’S TROUBLES. 

A writer in the London Mall re- 
cently had an article on the sugar 
industry in the West Indies which 
shows the true reason for the troubles 
of which Cuba complains, and for 
which she is seeking a remedy in the 
shape of a reduction of American im- 
port duties. The English writer 
shows that a grave industrial crisis 
is imminent in the British sugar 
colonies of the West Indies. it Is 
true that the international convention 
recently held at Brussels decided to 
abolish the sugar bounties that have 
been working this injury, byt the 
trouble is that they are not to be 
abolished until September 1, 1903. 
It is not believed that the West In- 
dian sugar planters can hold out till 
that time unless they receive assist- 
ance in some form. The product ion of 
bounty-fed sugar in Europe, under 
the artificial stimulus of these boun- 
ties, has increased out of all propor- 
tion to the increase in the world's con- 
sumption. | 

The sugar-beet crop of Europe. 
which had already increased in one 
decade from 3,695,000 tons in 
1890-91 to 6,046,000 tons in 1900-01, 
has jumped to 6,900,000 tons for the 
current crop. The cane crop of the 
world also, with the restoration of 
peace in Cuba and a preferential 
tariff proposed for Cuban sugar in the 
United States markets, shows a large 
increase for 1901-02 over 1900-01, with 
& total of 3,530,000 tons, as compared 
with 3,100,000 tons. Taking both beet 
and cane, the sugar crops of the 
world have thus increased in one sin- 
le year by 1,284,000 tons. The nor- 
mal increase in the world’s demand 
would have been fully satisfied by the 
odd 284,000 tons, so that an al- 
ready fully-stocked market has been 
further clutted by a supply which ex- 
ceeds demand by no less than 1,000,- 
000 tons. 

The effect of this phenomenal ex- 
cess of production is naturally re- 
fiected in prices, which within the 
last few months have fallen with a

TO HIS FEIGHBORS. 


HIS REPLY WHEN WELCOMED TO 
HIS OLD HOME. 
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Address to the People of Ports- 
mouth, O., on Returning After an 


tary Service. 


On the notable occasion of the return 
of Gen. Jacob H. Smith to the home of 
his vouth at Portsmouth, O., the gen-. 
eral was given a public reception, at 
which there was a general oytpouring 
o the people of all classes. After the 
tanquet an address of welcome was 
made by Mayor Miletead of Ports- 
mouth, who, referring to the general, 
said: 

“He left us in 1861 as an officer in the 
Second Kentucky Volunteer Infantry, 
and has remained away all these many 
years in the service of our country, ex- 
cept a few days spent with us while 
home recovering from wounds received 
on the hotly-contested battle field of 
Shiloh and later at Santiago.” 

The following report of the general's 
response is from the Portsmouth Blade: 

“More than forty years, ago, in an- 
swer to the call to arms of my country, 
I left my home and my friends to de- 
come a soldier in the Union army. Dur- 
ing every day since that time I have 
been, and am still, a soldier. Tonight 
my comrades in arms, my old neigh- 
bors and friends, and the generation 
which has came upon the stage of ac- 
tion since, have bade me welcome home 
again. For this enerous welcome, 
your many expressions of kindness, 
and the good wishes 
rades in arms of four wars, 
you from the bottom of my heart, and 
exrress to you my deep and lasting ap- 
preciation. 

“The duty of a soldier is to his coun- 
try. His is to maintain the honor of 
hie nation: to protect its citizens 
wheresoever they may be, and to en- 
force allegiance to the flag in whatever 
distant lands it is planted and un- 
furied. 

“We have fought to make this «a 
united country; to wrest the great 
West from the hordes of Indian sav- 
ages, and to protect the frontiersman 
and his wife and children in their 
homes; to bring the blessings of lib- 
Ny and good government to our 
neighboring and distant Isics of the 
to avenge the massacre in the Harbor 
of Havana, to compel obedience to 
our authority in the Philippine Islands, 
and to pacify and subdue the most sav- 
age tribes of the earth.
